At  a  meeting  of  the  Booth  family,  holden  at  Bellows  Fulls, 
Art.,  in  order  to  collect  information  relative  to  the  Booth  family  in 
America,  and  the  property  in  England  said  to  belong  to  the  Booth 
family  in  America,  and  to  devise  means  to  have  a  thorough  investi- 
gation made  of  their  claims  to  property  in  England,  the  Booth 
family  there  met,  formed  themselves  into  an  Association,  under  the 
following  Constitution,  viz : 

THE     BOOTH    ASSOCIATION. 


.      PREAMBLE. 

Whereas,  Certain  Booths  died  in  England,  supposed  to  have  left 
real  and  personal  property  at  the  time  of  their  deaths  to  the  amount 
of  some  millions  of  dollars  ;  and  whereas,  the  next  of  kin  and  heirs 
to  this  property  are  said  to  be  in  America  ;  now  in  order  to  prose- 
cute the  investigation  and  procure  the  pedigree  of  the  family,  and 
ascertain  whether  or  not  there  is  any  such  property,  we  the  under- 
signed, do  hereby  agree  to  form  ourselves  into  an  association  under 
the  following 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article  1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Booth  Association. 

Article  2.  Columbus  Smith,  of  Salisbury,   Vt.,  and  A.  B.  Her- 

rick,  of  Burlington,  Vt.,  are  hereby  appointed  agents  for  the  purpose 

of  investigating  the  case  in  England,  and  are  required  from  time  to 

time  to  make  printed  reports  of  their  doings  to  the  members  of  this 

N>  Association. 

U  Article  3.  Harrison  0.  Smith,  of  Monkton,   Vt.,   is  hereby  em- 

4;  powered  to  raise  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  to  cover  the  ne<*es«ar}-

expenses  of  attending  to  the  matter  of  investigating  the  case 
in  England,  and  all  other  necessary  incidental  expenses  connected 
therewith,  by  issuing  such  an  amount  ot  Scrip  as  shall  be  necessary, 
which  said  Scrip  shall  be  a  lien  upon  theproperty  when  recovered. 

Article  4.  Every  Scrip  shall  be  sold  for  five  dollars,  entitling 
the  purchaser  to  three  hundred  dollars  out  of  the  first  money  re- 
covered from  said  estate,  by  any  member  of  the  Association,  and  no 
more  Scrip  shall  be  sold  by  said  agent  than  shall  be  necessary  to 
raise  the  aforesaid  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  together  with 
the  expenses  of  the  sale  thereof,  which  shall  in  no  event  exceed  ten 
per  cent,  of  the  receipts  of  the  gale  of  such  Scrip. 

Article  5.  The  said  Smith  and  Herrick  are  to  be  allowed  two 
thousand  dollars  lor  making  a  thorough  investigation  ot  the  case  in 
England,  with  reference  to  whether  or  not  there  is  property  there ; 
if  any,  its  situation  and  also  the  pedigree  of  the  party  leaving  the 
same,  and  in  addition  thereto,  we  nereby  a^ree  to  pay  them  ten  per 
cent,  of  all  we,  or  any  of  us,  or  our  heirs,  may  recover  from  said 
estate,  which  said  Smith  and  Herrick  find  our  due. 

Article  6.  Xo  member  of  this  Association  shall  be  liable  to  pay 
more  than  three  dollars  as  expenses  or  compensation  or  otherwise  to 
any  person  or  persons  whatever. 

Article  7.  Any  member  of  the  Booth  family  may  become  a 
member  of  this  Association  by  paying  three  dollars  to  H.  0.  Smith, 
of  Monkton,  Yt.,  and  signing  this  Constitution,  entitling  each  mem- 
ber to  a  printed  copy  of  all  information  and  reports  made  in  the 
case,  and  also  to  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  out  of  the  money 
recovered.  And  any  persons  having  bought  the  interest  of  any 
Booth  in  said  estates,  shall  have  the  same  rights  in  the  Association 
as  though  they  were  of  Booth  descent.

To  IJon.  II.  O.  Smith,  Agent  for  the  Booth  Association  in  America. 

In  accordance  with  your  wishes  I  now  forward  to  you  all  the  in- 
formation I  have  thus  far  been  able  to  collect,  relative  to  unclaimed 
Booth  property  in  England,  with  pedigrees  of  several  branches  of 
the  Booth  family  in  America  and  England. 

Some  fifteen  or  twenty  years  ago  I  heard  the  Booths  in  America 
claimed  a  Booth  property  in  England.  One  claimant  wrote  me  in 
1855  that  he  thought  himself  entitled  to  a  portion  ol  the  property- 
left  by  Lord  Belemere,  who  was  a  Booth,  and  died  in  England  dur- 
ing the  last  of  the  last  century,  and  the  Booth  family  then  became 
there  extinct,  and  he  willed  his  property  to  his  relatives  unknown. 

About  1855-6  a  Mrs.  Dymond.of  New  York,  went  to  England 
to  make  an  investigation  relative  to  the  Booth  property  there  said 
to  belong  to  the  Booth  family  in  America.  She  there  employed  an 
American  by  the  name  of  Knight,  to  assist  her  in  her  investigations. 
I  was  in  England  at  the  time,  and  know  that  Mr.  Knight  spent  much 
time  in  trying  to  investigate  this  matter.  I  had  several  conversa- 
tions with  him  on  the  subject.  At  one  time  Mr.  Knight  told  me 
that  Sir  Charles  Booth  died  in  England  about  1795  or  6;  that  his 
will  was  very  long,  and  recorded  in  Doctors  Commons,  London, 
about  1795  or  6;  that  he  willed  a  large  property  to  his  heirs  or 
next  of  kin,  whoever  they  were ;  that  this  property  was  in  Horse- 
monden,  in  Kent,  where  Sir  Charles  was  buried.  Mr.  Knight  was 
not  able  to  trace  Sir  Charles'  pedigree,  but  traced  the  Booth  family 
in  the  Herald's  visitations  from  1200  down  to  1770.  At  the  time  Sir 
Charles  Booth  died  a  notice  appeared  in  the  Times  calling  for  heirs. 
Knight  said  a  large  property  was  certainly  advertised  in  1796.  A 
Mr.  Camp,  of  London,  informed  me  that  a  Jeremiah  Booth  died  at 
Croyden,  in  Surrey,  in  180.3,  leaving  an  acre  of  land  and  two  copy- 
hold houses. 

I  am  informed  that  Mrs.  Bymond  lives  still  in  New  York,  and 
has  much  important  information  relative  to  the  property  and  family, 
which  she  is  willing  to  impart  to  any  one  wishing  to  go  on  with  the 
investigation  of  the  case.     I  have  not  as  yet  been  able  to  see  Mrs. 
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Dyniond   relative  tc  the  mutter,  but  think  it  would  he  advisable  to 
do  so  before  commencing  the  investigation  in  England. 

"To  the  Relations  and  Kindred  of  Sir  Charles  Booth,  late  of 
Harrietsham  place,  in  the  County  of  Kent,  and  Barley  Street,  in  the 
parish  of  St.  Mary's,  in  the  County  of  Middlesex,  Knight,  deceased  : 

"Having  by  his  Will,  devised  the  residue  of  his  real  and  per- 
sonal estate  to  his  executors,  Francis  Euddle,  and  George  "Wade,  in 
trust,  to  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  use  and  benefit,  and  interest,  of 
his  relatives  and  kindred,  as  they  in  their  discretions  should  think 
proper,  and  in  manner  therein  mentioned  ,  and  having  by  his  said 
will,  decreed  and  directed  advertisements  to  be  inserted  in  the  public 
papers  to  discover  and  find  out  such  Relation  and  Kindred,  Messrs. 
Euddle  and  Wade  do  hereby,  in  pursuance  of  the  said  Will  of  said 
Sir  Charles  Booth,  give  this  public  Notice  : 

"  '  The  Relations  and  Kindred  of  the  said  Sir  Charles  Booth,  are 
advised,  forthwith,  to  send  in  statements  of  their  several  pedigrees, 
and  how  and  in  what  manner  they  make  out  their  Relation- 
ship and  Kindred  to  the  said  Sir  Charles  Booth,  unto  Messrs.

The  following  letter  has  been  sent  me  from  Conn.  Thinking  it 
might  be  interesting  to  some  of  the  claimants,  I  concluded  to  insert 
it  in  this  report  : 

"There  is  a  considerable  excitement  at  present  among  the  Booths 
of  New  York,  Long  Island,  and  some  other  places,  concerning  some 
valuable  estates  in  England  and  Wales,  which  are  to  descend  to 
heirs  by  that  name  in  this  country.  There  is  a  European  Agent 
established  in  the  city  of  New  York,  whose  business  is  to  adjust 
affairs  of  this  nature  between  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  the 
Old  World.  He  has  been  there  little  more  than  two  years.  He 
has  on  his  books  the  following  names  of  deceased  persons  whose 
estates  are  not  small,  and  to  which    there  are  no  heirs  in  Great  Bri- 
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tain,  viz  :  William  Booth,  Sir  Charles  Booth,  Sarah  Booth,  Richard 
James  Booth,  Elizabeth  Booth.  The  Agent  has  the  genealogy  of 
the  ancient  Booths  down  to  three  brothers  •who  landed  in  New 
Haven  and  settled  in  Xew  England  some  time  during  the  17th  cen- 
tury. Those  who  are  descended  by  the  line  of  eldest  sons  from  the 
eldest  of  those  three  arc  now  the  legal  heirs.  All  they  now  have  to 
do  is  to  trace  their  genealogy  back  to  their  first  ancestor  who  came 
from  England,  and  he  can  tell  at  once  whether  they  are  the  true 
neirs  or  not.  Some  have  done  this,  but  proved  to  be  descended 
trom  a  younger  branch  of  the  family  and  could  get  nothing.  But 
the  line  of  eldest  sons  has  not  yet  been  followed  out.  This  line  must 
be  followed  to  the  time  of  the  American  Revolution,  but  the  British 
Laws  reach  not  the  descendants  of  the  person  who  outlived  them. 
It  is  believed  that  this  person  was  Gideon  B^ooth.  tie  used  fre- 
quently to  tell  his  Grandchildren  that  he  was  heir  to  wealth  in  Wales 
that  would  eventually  be  theirs  if  sought  after,  and  much  more  to 
that  effect  is  remembered  by  some  of  them ;  but  the  thing  was  suf- 
fered to  pass  away  as  an  old  dream  until  recently  they  are  becoming 
awake  to  the  subject.  Gideon  Booth  once  lived  in  Boxbury,  and  I 
believe  finally  died  there;  and  it  is  believed  that  the  names  and 
ages  of  his  children  must  be  recorded  there,  if  nothing  more  ;  but 
thinking  it  possible  that  some  of  his  descendants  still  linger  there  I 
give  these  particulars  that  they  may  be  informed.  If  they  could 
give  me  the  place  of  his  birth  and  the  name  of  his  father  it  would 
be  a  great  help  if  they  know  not  his  ancestry  further  back.  From 
Stratford  I  have  received  the  following,  viz  :  Richard  Booth  settled 
there  in  16-10,  one  year  after  Stratford  was  settled.  His  eldest  son 
was  Joseph,  and  his  eldest  son  was  James.  We  are  not  able  at 
present  to  trace  this  line  further.  This  Richard,  tradition  says,  was 
the  eldest  and  only  one  of  the  three  that  settled  in  Ct.,  and  that 
all  the  Booths  in  that  State  are  descended  from  him,  and  that  his 
brother  John  settled  on  Long;  Island,  while  the  third  went  north. 
History  speaks  of  Robert  Booth  at  Exeter,  N.  H.,  as  early  as  1645. 
I  wish  to  have  this  answered  by  yourself,  or  some  one,  as  early  as 
possible.     Please  give  me  all  the  information  within  your  reach.

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The  following  is  a  copy  of  a  letter  sent  to  Mrs.  Dymoud  by 
Bentham  Fabian,  written  in  London,  England.  Feb.  21st,  1854  : 
Mks.  Dymond, 
Madam  : 

The  probability  of  tracing  your  connexion  with  Sir  Charles 
Booth  is  certainly  more  favorable  than  one  might  expect  from  the 
brief  search.  I  should  remark  that  the  great  lapse  of  time  (230 
years)  since  the  sailing  of  ypur  ancestors  frefm  these  shores  to  those 
of  New  England,  renders  the  task  an  exceedingly  difficult  one.  The 
continual  increase  in  the  members  of  the  Booth  family,  and  their 
various  migrations  from  one  part  of  the  country  to  another  are  bar- 
riers, which  as  they  present  themselves  would  at  first  sight  appear 
insurmountable,  but  continued  perseverance,  taking  note  of  each 
statistical  fact,  historical  and  hypothetical  evidence,  wills,  records 
of  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  as  constantly  present  themselves 
during  your  research,  must  eventually  lead  you  to  the  desired  con- 
clusion   Booth.  The  first  evidence  I  find  of  Booth  of  Ches- 
ter marrying  into  Kentish,  families  was  in  the  year  1450,  when 
llalph  Booth  of  Dunham  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  Thomas 
Sebell  of  Kent.  About  the  year  1G25  Richard  de-la  Chambre  of 
the  County  of  Sussex  married  a  Booth  who  was  aunt,  to  Sir  George 
Booth,  Baronet  of  Dunham,  and  about  the  same  period  his  brother 
de-la  Chambre  married  Ann  Cowethorpe  of  Kent.  Counties  of 
Kent  and  Sussex  join  each  other,  and  the  families  of  each  have  for 
ages  been  in  the  habit  of  intermarrying.  The  following  families  be- 
longing to  Kent  and  Sussex  have  iutermarried  for  many  genera- 
tions : — Horsemonden,  Maplesden,  Cowethorpe,  Booth. 

Sir  Charles  Booth  is  described  as  of  the  middle  Temple,  Lon- 
don, in  1700.  Edward  Mapledon  of  same  place  1700,  and  John 
Horsmonden,  1663.  The  maternal  grandmother  of  Sir  Charles 
Booth  was  Ann  Maplesden,  sister  of  the  above  named  Edward.  His 
maternal  Grandmother  was  Judette,  daughter  of  the  above  named 
Horsmonden.  Nicholas  Booth,  the  last  Lord  of  Delamere,  was  a 
merchant  in  London  in  1743,  and  the  male  issue  of  the  Chester 
branch  of  his  family  having  failed  he  succeeded  to  the  title  of  Dela- 
mere. John  Duncan  of  London,  about  the  year  1070,  married 
Jane,  eldest  daughter  of  Richard  Booth,  Esq.,  Alderman  of  the  city 
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of  Loudon.  And  in  or  about  1690  Sir  William  Cowpcr  of  Wing 
ham,  Kent,  (who  was  declared  Ear)  Cowpcr  and  Viscount  Fordaich 
in  J  717)  married  Judith,  daughter  of  Sir  llobcrt  Booth  of  London 
I  could  not  add  much  more  ;  but  I  think  the  above  facts  arc  suffi- 
cient to  exemplify  the  assertion  that  I  have  now  removed  the  pri- 
mary difficulties.  It  only  requires  time  and  attention  to  devclopc 
the  remainder.

The  following  is  a  copy  of  a  portion  of'a  letter  sent  by  J.  A. 
Knight,  from  London,  Mrs.  Dymond's  agent,  to  a  Mr.  Wiggins,  in 
America,  dated  "London,  Feb.  '2(5.  1854  :  " 

"  I  expect  that  ycu  think  by  this  time  (as  you  have  not  heard 
any  thing  in  particular  about  the  Booths,  their  property,  &e.)  that 
Mrs.  Dymond  has  been  idle  ever  since  we  have  been  here  in  Lon- 
don, but  I  can  assure  you  that  she  has  done  all  that  it  was  possible 
for  her  to  do  (with  her  limited  means,  at  least,)  in  tracing  out  the 
genealogy  of  the  Booth  family,  &c.  You  will  be  surprised,  no 
doubt,  when  you  learn  that  she  has  been  obliged  to  delay  her  search 
on  account  of  not  having  sufficient  means  to  carry  it  on,  but  such  is 
fact.  We  have  been  in  London  about  nine  weeks,  and  Mrs.  Dy- 
mond has  not  a  cent  from  home  yet ;  and  in  order  to  give  you  an 
idea  of  the  state  of  her  finances,  and  also  what  it  costs  a  person  to 
live  in  London,  (and  only  half  live  at  that,)  I  must  tell  you  that  the 
first  nineteen  days  we  boarded  at  a  private  boarding  bouse,  and 
when  we  settled  we  had  to  pay  the  nice  little  sum  of  $100.83. 
Since  that  we  have  taken  lodgings  or  apartments,  and  have  boarded 
ourselves,  which  is  much  cheaper.  But  it  is  very  expensive  to 
search  records  here;  in  fact  you  cannot  do  the  first,  unless  to  the 
tune  of  pounds,  shillings  and  pence  ;  so  I  think  you  better  wake  up 
your  folks,  and  send  Mrs.  Dymond  plenty  of  money,  so  that  she  can 
push  the  thing  through  as  soon  as  possible,  and  leave  this  country 
of  rogues,  thieves  and  vagabonds.  »It  has  been  a  very  discouraging 
job,  I  can  assure  you.  In  the  first  place  we  went  to  the  Herald's 
College,  presented  the  letter  of  introduction  to  Mr.  Woods ;  also 
the  drawing,  (both  of  which  you  got  of  Mr.  Hayes,  of  New  York.) 
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lie  said  the  former  was  quite  right,  but  the  latter  he  prouounced  a 
mere  lancy  sketch,  and  said  Hays  bad  neglected  to  draw  the  most 
important  part ;  then  we  produced  the  born  itself,  and  he  pro? 
nounccd  that  all  fancy.  I  think  you  will  agree  with  me  in  praising 
Mrs.  Dymond's  efforts  in  this  matter,  when  j'ou  learn  she  com- 
menced with  Adam  De  Booth,  whom  we  found  as  far  back  as  1200> 
and  traced  them  all  down,  and  found  they  all  run  out  but  the  chil- 
dren of  one  Richard  Booth,  who  was  baptized  in  1578,  and  of  course 
must  have  been  the  father  of  Richard  that  went  to  America.  You 
see  the  circumstances  are  all  favorable.  His  age,  for  instance 
which  would  be  29  when  Richard  was  born,  is  one  point  ;  and  then 
the  simple  fact  that  there  is  but  this  one  is  another.  Of  the  chil- 
dren of  the  above  Richard  we  have  not  yet  been  able  to  learn  any 
thing;  neither  do  we  know  that  he  had  any,  but  the  fact  of  there 
being  Booths  in  America,- and  knowing  as  we  do  that  they  went 
from  Chester,  goes  to  prove,  in  my  mind,  that  they  must  have  de. 
Bcended  from  the  one.  All  Mrs.  Dymond  wants  now  is  money  to 
go  to  Chester,  and  there  she  will  find  out  directly.  We  find  large 
estates  in  Kent  that  belonged  to  Sir  Charles  Booth,  and  also  pro- 
perty in  Chester,  all  waiting  for  heirs ;  and  there  is  not  the  least 
doubt,  in  my  mind,  but  your  folks  will  prove  to  be  those  heirs.  1 
think  your  prospects  are  very  good.  Please  write  as  soon  as  you 
receive  this,  and  oblige

Booth  of  Iowa : 

Bellevce,  Jackson  Co.,  Iowa,  April  2,  18GS. 

To  Hon.  H.  O.  Smith,  American  Agent  of  the  Booth  Association — 

Deau  Sir  : — In  pursuance  to  your  request  I  had  furnished  you 
with  information  and  abstracts,  &£.,  in  my  possession,  of  the  Booth 
Estates  in  England  without  heirs  there ;  and  also  the  genealogy  of 
our  family,  &c.  But  by  a  letter  from  Columbus  Smith.  Esq.,  un- 
der date  of  the  '6d  of  March,  ultimo,  received  a  short  time  since,  I 
am  requested  to  remit  "  all  the  information  already  sent  in  a  form," 
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that  the  same  "  may  be  printed  in  the  report  without  alteration." 
This  request  I  will  now  attempt  to  comply  with,  so  far  as  practica- 
ble, being  compelled,  however,  to  omit  the  dates,  of  many  documents 
of  our  family,  by  the  reason  of  the  great  distance  now  removed 
from  access  to  them.  But  such  as  I  have,  I  trust,  will  aid  him  in 
his  searches  and  examinations  in  England. 

i.  As  to  the  Booth  Estates  and  deposits  in  banks  in  England, 
without  heirs  there,  and  the  heirs  of  which  are  in  America,  was  for 
the  first  time,  and  satisfactorily,  made  known  to  me  as  early  as  in 
1849  by  a  gentleman,  an  English  lawyer  by  the  name  of  Alex. 
Watson,  who  then  kept  his  office  at  77  Nassau  st.,  New  York,  which 
information  is  as  follows,  and  copied  from  a  book  published  in  Lon- 
don, viz.:

By  reason  of  which  information  and  advice  given  by  Mr.  Wat- 
son, I  went  to  work  as  time  and  opportunity  permitted,  and  possessed 
myself  of  the  following  information  as  to  my  ancestry,  viz  : 

First.  A  document  on  the  Town  Record  of  Southold,  LoDg 
Island,  in  Liber  A,  at  page  74,  purporting  to  be  a  deed  of  "  Shelter 
Island,"  by  the  "  Sachem  "  thereof,  called  "Mwihayisick  Aqiiqua- 
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tiammack,"  to  '•  Capt.  Nathaniel  Sylvester  and  Ensign  John 
Booth,'"  bearing  date  the  "liod  March,  1(552,"  a  copy  ot  which  I 
have  already  furnished  you  ;  aud  a  copy  of  which  wad  also  furnished 
by  Die  in  1849  to  the  publisher  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  of  the  genealogy 
of  the  Puritans,  and  with  it  was  published  the  following  certificate, 
viz.:  i;  I  certify  the  above  to  be  a  true  copy  from  the  record  with 
the  exception  of  two  or  three  words,  which  were  mutilated.  This 
certificate  is  subscribed  by  the  son  of  Thomas  Booth,  of  the  town  of 
Hamptonburgh,  (formerly  Wallkill.)  county  of  Orange,  and  State 
of  New  York,  who  was  the  son  of  Benjamin  Booth,  of  the  same 
place,  who  was  the  son  of  Charles  Booth,  of  the  same  place,  (for- 
merly of  Southold,  L.  I  .)  who  was  the  son  of  Charles  Booth,  of  the 
last  place,  and  who  was  the  sou  of  Ensign  John  Booth,  of  Shelter 
Island,  (L.  I.,)  who  left  four  sons,  John,  William,  Thomas  and 
Charles,  dated  Goshen,  Orange  County,  N,  Y  ,  June  1,  1849.  John 
B. Booth.,  by  which  it  would  appear  that  I  am  the  5th  generation 
Irom  said  Ensign  John  Booth. 

Second.  The  question  now  is,  and  the  most  important,  (with 
one  exception,  hereinafter  noticed,)  what  and  where  is  the  proof  of 
the  lineage  ? 

1.  Proof  is  found  in  a  bond,  of  which  the  following  is 
a  copy,  viz.:  "  Be  it  known  unto  all  men  by  these  presents,  that 
we,  Thomas  Booth  and  Charles  Booth,  both  of  the  town  of  South- 
old,  on  Long  Island,  in  the  Province  of  New  York,  in  America,  do 
hereby  acknowledge  ourselves  to  owe  and  stand  indebted  to  our 
honored  father,  John  Booth,  of  Southold,  aforesaid,  the  full  and 
just  sum  of  twenty  pounds,  &c,  A:c.  Witness  our  hands  and  seals 
this  twenty-seventh  day  of  Junej  Anno  Domini  1689.*'  "The  con- 
dition of  this  obligation  is  such,  if  the  above  bounden  Thomas  and 
Charles  shall  well  and  truly  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid,  unto  "William 
Booth,  their  brother,  of  the  said  town  of  Southold,  the  full  and 
just  sum  ot  six  pounds,  thirteen  shillings  and  four  pence,  which  is 
in  the  whole,  thirteen  pounds,  six  shillings  and  eight  pence,  current 
payment,  of  this  annuity  as  a  legacy  from  their  father  to  their  said 
brother,  William  Booth,  or  his  order,  at  their  father's  decease,  then 
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the  above  obligation  to  be  void,  and  of  none  effect,  or  else  to  stand 
in  full  force  and  virtue  in  the  law."'

By  which  bond  it  appears  that  John  Booth,  of  Soutbold,  on 
the  27th  of  June,  1689,  was  recognized  as  the  "honored  father  "  of 
Thomas  and  Charles  Booth,  of  the  same  place  :  [and  here  I  renwrk 
that  Shelter  Island  is  immediately  across  the  Bay  (or  nearly  so) 
from  Southold,  on  Long  Island,  so  that  the  Ensign  John  Booth, 
named  as  one  of  the  grantees  of  said  Island,  and  the  John  Booth 
named  in  said  bond  is  one  and  the  same  person  beyond  all  question,] 
and  William  Booth  is  also  recognized  as  a  brother  of  Thomas  and 
Charles.  And  it  is  also  worthy  of  observation  that  the  witnesses  to 
the  bond  are  Stephen  Bailey  and  John  Booth,  the  latter  of  whom 
was  doubtless  a  sou  of  Ensign  John  Boota  also;  so  that  wo  here 
have  the  father  and  his  four  sons  clearly  established. 

2.  But  to  remove  all  question  with  reference  to  John  the 
witness,  about  whom  alone  there  can  be  acy  doubt,  we,  in  addition. 
refer  to  a  deed  of  conveyance  on  record,  executed  by  "John 
Booth,"  "  gentleman,"  (as  designated.)  bearing  date  the  10th  day 
of  June,  1GS0,  (17  days  before  the  date  of  said  bond,)  by  which 
deed  he  conveys  to  "his  three  sons,  viz.:  John,  Thomas  and  Charles 
Booth,  a  number  of  lots  in  Patchaque,  in  Robin's  Island  Iseck," 
Lone  Island,  in  which  John,  together  with  Thomas  and  Charles 
are  clearly  recognized  as  the  sons  of  J  ohn  Booth. 

Having  thus  shown  who  were  the  sons  of  Easign  John  Booth, 
viz.:  Thomas,  Charles,  William  and  John. 

Third.  The  next  question  is  who  were  their  children  '.'  The 
evidence  thereof  is  found  by  reference  to  the  records  of  Southold 
not  only,  but  also  to  the  "  Documentary  History  of  New  ifork," 
Vol.  I,  page  669,  in  which  ia  found  the  following,  viz  :     "A  list  of 
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the  names  of  old  and  young  Christians  and  heathens,  &e.,  inhabiting 
within  the  township  of  Southold  "  in  1698.  And  among  the  names 
are  the  following : 

Mary  Booth,  John  Booth,  Thomas  Booth,  Jr., 
James  Booth,  Giles  Booth,  M  ry  Booth,  Jr.  John  Booth,  Hannah 
Booth,  Mehctophel  Booth,  John  Booth,  Jr.,  Obadiah  Booth,  Dan- 
iel Booth,  Hannah  Booth,  Jr.,  Patience  Booth,  William  Booth, 
Hannah  Booth, — Wm.  Booth  married  Hannah  King  1GSS,  and 
children  in  addition  to  thoso  named,  viz.:  Wm.  Booth,  Jr.,  birth 
May  28,  1689,  Samuel  Booth,  July  15,  1603,  Geo.  Booth,  Anril 
28,  1696,  Hannah  Booth,  Jr.,  February  22,  169 I.  —  Born 
after  the  enumeration  of  inhabitants  at  Southold  in  1698, 
viz.  :  Mehetible  Booth,  born  October  9,  1699,  Constant 
Booth,  born  January  8,  1701,  Mary  Booth,  born  August 
30,  1703,  Martha  Booth,  born  Aug.  27,  1706.  Constant  married 
Mary  King  7th  October,  1725,  and  had  children,  viz.:  William, 
Samuel,  John,  Mary,  Hannah,  Joseph  and  Keturah,  the  births  of 
whom  I  have  not.  Charles  Booth,  Abigail  Booth.  Mary  Horton. 
widow,  Jane  Happon,  Charles  Booth,  Jr.,  Abigail  Booth,  Jr.,  Da- 
vid Booth. 

The  precise  time  of  Ensign  John  Booth's  decease  has  not  as 
yet  been  ascertained,  but  he  must  have  died  some  time  between  the 
27th  of  June,  1689,  and — June,  1691,  for  the  reason  that  at  the  hit 
ter  date  "  Mary  Horton,  widow,"  above  named,  executed  a  deed,  in 
which  she  says,  "  that  for  the  love  I  bear  unto  my  son,  Charles 
Booth,"  she  "grants  and  conveys  to  him,"  &c,  &c.,so  that  between 
those  dates  she  must  have  become  the  widow  of  Ensign  John  Booth 
and  have  married  a  Horton,  and  become  his  widow,  and  hence  enum- 
erated among  the  family  of  Charles  Booth,  being  his  mother.  The 
time  of  the  birth  of  the  said  sons  of  Ensign  John  Booth  1  have  not, 
but  the  date  of  the  decease  of  some  of  them  and  their  children  1 
have  taken  from  the  record  of  deaths  at  Southold,  so  tar  as  found 
there,  and  are  as  follows,  viz.: 

Charles  Booth  died  Dec.  3,  1700. 

John  Booth  died  Dec.  17.  1704. 

Wm.  Booth  died  March  11,  1722. 
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Thomas  Booth,  death  date  not  ascertained. 

Giles,  son  of  Thomas,  killed  Oct,  30,  1700. 

John,  son  of  John,  died  June  31,  1707. 

Obadiah,  son  of  John,  died  Feb.  2, 17 IS. 

John,  son  of  Thomas,  died  April  6,  1710. 

William,  son  of  William,  died  23  years  of  age,  in  July,  1712. 

Thomas,  son  of  Thomas,  died  Dec.  17,  1755,  aged  60  years' 
but  left  no  issue. 

George,  .-on  of  William  and  Hannah,  died  Feb.  4,  1774,  aged 
78  years,  and  let:  two  sons  William  and  Robert  :  and  Robert 
moved  to  Dutchess  Co.,  N.  Y.,  and  by  tradition  from  thence  he 
moved  to  Virginia. 

Daniel,  son  of  John,  died  Oct.  7,  1775,  at  the  age  of  78 
leaving  behind  him  heirs  surviving,  viz.: 

Mary,  (who  married  John  Pain,  of  Southold.  and  left  sons, 
John,  Joshua,  Ezra,  Phineas,  David  and  Stephen.] 

Daniel  (2d)  James  Wheelock  and  Hannah. 

Daniel  (2d)  left  him  surviving  : 

Hannah,  born  Feb.  6,  1758. 

Samuel,  born  April  8,  1759. 

John,  born  Aug.  30,  1700. 

Obadiah,  born  Feb.  7,  1762. 

Sarah,  born  Oct.  25,  1763. 

Bethia,  born  Oct.  13,  1765. 

Daniel  (3d),  born  May  16,  1767. 

Charles,  born  July  11,  1769  . 

Peter,  born  April  11,  1771. 

Ruth,  born  Sept.  4,  1775. 

Wm.  Booth,  the  grand-son  of  William,  the  elder,  left  Con- 
stant, a  son,  who  left  a  son  William,  who  died  in  1760,  leaving  a 
son  William  at  Greenport,  L.  I.,  and  Joseph,  their  descendants  not 
further  known. 

Charles  Booth,  the  son  of  Daniel  Booth  2d,  and  great-grand- 
son of  John  Booth,  had  two  wives,  by  whom  he  had  children,  viz.: 
at  Southold,  Horace  <&,  Wm.  (.'.,  Charles  S.,  Goulon  King,  Fr.istus 
11.,  Phebe  and  Ruth. 
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Charles  S.  Booth  died  some  3  or  4  years  since  at  Brooklyn,  N. 
Y.,  leaving  issue,  viz.:  Horace  E.,  Thomas  Falls,  Samuel  Line, 
Hannah  Levina,  now  wife  of  James  Mott.  by  occupation  a  carpen- 
ter, Phebe  Dianna  and  Eliza  Jane. 

Wm.  C.  Booth,  a  brother  of  said  Charles  S.,  is  living  now,  and 
for  many  years  past,  at  Brooklyn  also,  having  issue,  viz.:  Mary 
Louisa,  Nancy  Dianna,  Win.  Edwin  and  Charles  A. 

Obadiah  and  Samuel,  sons  of  Daniel  2d,  left  Southold  dining 
the  French  war,  and  not  heard  of  afterward. 

John  Booth,  son  of  Daniel  2d,  left  two  daughters,  viz.:  Cbc- 
na  and  Hannah.  The  former  married  Capt.  Wm.  St.  Clair,  in  the 
city  of  New  York,  and  Hannah  married  a  Mr.  Boissea,  of  South- 
old  :  not  informed  as  to  their  issue. 

Peter  Booth,  the  son  of  Daniel  Booth  2d,  and  great-grand-son 
of  John  Booth,  son  of  Ensign  John  Booth,  moved  from  Southold  to 
Canaan,  in  Columbia  Co.,  N.  Y.,  and  from  thence  he  moved  to 
Franklin  Co.,  Virginia,  and  there  left  a  son,  (it  is  said,)  Benjamin 
B.  Booth. 

Samuel,  son  of  Daniel  Booth  2d,  died  without  issue. 

John,  son  of  said  Daniel,  moved  to  Pennsylvania,  and  not 
heard  of  thereafter. 

Obadiah,  son  of  said  Daniel,  went  off  and  not  hered  of. 

Sarah,  the  daughter  of  said  Daniel,  married,  and  left  a  daugh- 
ter Ruth,  who  in  1S49  was  the  wife  of  Jonathan  C  Horton,  of 
Southold,  but  childless. 

Bethia,  the  daughter  of  said  Daniel,  married  to  Zebulon  Hal- 
lock,  and  moved  to  Minisink,  Orange  Co.,  N.  Y.,  and  there  left 
heirs,  now  living,  but  names  I  have  not  learned. 

Daniel,  (3d,)  son  of  Daniel  2d,  went  to  Orange  Co.,  N.  Y.,  and 
from  thence  not  ascertained. 

In  April,  1849,  I  saw  at  Green  Port,  L.  I.,  adjoining  South- 
old,  a  Wm.  A.  Booth,  then  74  years  of  age,  who  proves  to  be  the 
grand-son  of  Wm.  Booth  the  elder,  and  who  showed  me  a  deed  for 
land  that  he  was  then  living  on,  executed  by  one  John  Young  and 
wife  to  said  Wm.  Booth,  the  date  of  which  was  obliterated,  but  ac- 
knowledged "  in   tb«  3d  year  of  hh  majesty's   (King  Jamed   2d) 
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reign,  1687,"  and  "  John  Booth,"  a  witness  to  the  .same,  and  by  a 
comparison  of  that  signature  with  the  signature  of  "  John  Booth  " 
to  the  said  bond  of  «hoinas  and  Charles  Booth  to  their  father  Johu, 
they  are*  by  one  and  the  same  person,  I  refer  to  the  fact  to  prove 
that  we  were  of  the  same  lineage,  and  to  show  that  the  grantee, 
Wm.  Booth  and  Thomas  and  Charles  Booth  the  elder  were  broth- 
ers. Having  shown  so  far  as  I  have  memoranda  who  the  descend- 
ants of  Thomas,  John  and  William  were,  I  now  take  up 

Fourthly.  Charles,  the  son  of  Ensign  John  Booth,  as  .shown, 
left  two  sons,  Charles  and  David,  the  latter  of  whom  left  no  issue. 
Charles  2d,  born  on  the  14th  day  of  February,  1G89,  and  died 
Bee.  28,  1771,  aged  80  years,  5  months  and  5  days,  as  appears  by 
both  Bible  and  tomb-stone.  He  married  Mary,  the  sister  of  Thomas 
Goldsmith,  at  Southold,  L.  I.,  and  Goldsmith  married  his  sister 
Abigail,  and  Mary,  the  wile  of  Charles  Booth,  died  at  Southold 
April  18, 1741,  as  appears  by  her  tomb-stone  at  that  place,  leaving 
her  husband,  Charles  Booth,  and  six  children,  him  surviving  viz.: 

Mary  Booth,  born  -26th  day  of  Feb.,  1713-14. 

Charles  Booth  3d,  born  11th  day  of  May,  1710. 

George  Booth  born  7th  day  of  Sept.,  1722. 

John  Booth,  born  3d  day  of  Oct.,  1724. 

Benjamin  Booth,  born  10th  day  of  Dec,  1728. 

Ann  Booth,  born  23d  day  of  March,  1731-32. 

Said  Charles  having,  at  the  time  of  her  decease,  purchased  a 
large  real  estate  in  the  town  of  Wallkill,  then  in  Ulster  Co.,  now  in 
Orange  Co.,  N.  Y.,  a  few  days  thereafter,  together  with  said  Gold- 
smith and  their  children,  left  Southold,  and  moved  to  said  town  of 
Wallkill,  where  he  continued  to  reside  until  his  death  in  1771.  The 
deed  to  him  of  his  lands,  showing  his  former  residence  at  Southold, 
L.  I.     .1  am  thus  particular  to  show  his  identification  and  lineage. 

His  daughter  Mary  married  a  Harris,  who  had  an  only  daugh- 
ter, who  married  Moses  Bull,  and  died  without  issue.  His  daughter 
Ann  married  Wm.  Bull  2d.  He  died,  and  she  then  married  a  Wil- 
kin, and  died,  leaving  two  children,  names  not  known. 

His  son,  Charles  3d,  had  two  daughters,  Mary  and  Lydia. 
Mary  married  a  Jackson,  and  left  several  sons,  one  of  whom  Wm. 
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over  ninety  yeara  of  age,  Living  in  town  ol'  Elamptonburgh,  Orange 
Co.,  X.  Y.,  who  has  one  son,  Theodore,  living  witli  him.  And 
Lydia  married  her  own  cousin,  Win.  Booth,  (the  only  son  of  Geo. 
Booth.)  The  said  George  also  left  three  daughters,  one  of  whom 
married  a  Lindsey,  at  the  town  of  Montgomery,  in  said  County  of 
Orange,  the  descendants  of  whom  not  known,  except  a  grand-daugh- 
ter, who  married  Absalom  Bull,  Esq..  (now  dead,)  at  Black  Bock, 
N,  Y,,  leaving  children,  names  not  known  :  one  of  whom  married  a 
Graham,  of  Old  Shawangunk,  or  Hurly,  of  Ulster  Co.,  N.  Y.,  leav- 
ing issue,  but  names  not  known :  the  third  of  whom  married  Joshua 
Wells,  of  Goshen,  Orange  Co.,  X.  Y.,  and  left  George,  -John, 
Joshua,  Mary,  who  married  George  Phillips,  Christianna,  who  mar- 
ried John  Decker,  Sarah,  wife  of  James  Tuthill,  and  Dolly,  who 
married  Edward  Ely  :  all  of  whom  are  dead,  leaving  children,  ex- 
cepting Doll}r,  and  arc  living  in  said  County,  with  few  exceptions' 
the  names  of  all  not  known,  and  too  numerous,  except  the  children 
of  Alfred  Wells,  of  Goshen,  in  said  County,  (who  is  a  son  of  Joshua 
and  a  grand-sou  of  Joshua,)  viz.:  Edward,  John,  George,  Moses, 
Eugene,  Lewis,  Alfred,  and  two  daughter:?,  3Iary  and  Catherine. 

Benjamin  Booth,  youngest  son  of  said  Charles  2d,  who  died 
30th  of  May,  17S3,  in  his  -55th  year,  and  left  him  surviving  four 
sons  and  two  daughters,  viz.:  Joshua,  Thomas,  Jesse.  Benjamin  2d, 
Mary  and  Xelly,  the  latter  of  whom  died  without  issue,  and  the 
former  Mary  was  born  the  25th  of  Sept.,  1771,  and  married  Sam- 
uel Watkins.  of  Wallkill,  in  said  County  of  Orange.  He  dr.  d 
May  23,  1817,  and  she  died  Jan.  21,  18-t2,  leaving  issue,  her  sur- 
viving, viz.:  Daniel  J.  Watkins,  (now  iiviug  in  jBellcvue,  leva,} 
Evelina,  the  present  wife  of  Wm.  Fitzgerald,  of  the  town  of  Warwick, 
in  said  County  ot  Orange,  and  Ann  Eliza,  who  married  a  Yail,  and 
is  now. deceased,  1  aviug  three  children,  two  of  whom  are  supposed 
to  be  living — Joshua's  children  not  known,  as  he  lived  and  died  at 
Kingston,  in  Upper  Canada. 

Thomas  died  Oct.  1S24,  aged  08  years,  and  left  him  surviving, 
viz.:  Jesse,  Xancy,  John  B.,  (your  correspondent,)  Vincent,  Louisa 
and  Amelia,  all  surviving,  but  Louisa,  who  died  without  issue,  and 
Jesse  died   in    1S45,   leaving  i?<=uo,   viz.:     Puvid   H.    Booth,  Sallv 
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Jane  and  Matilda ;  and  noue  ot  whom  married  but  the  latter,  and 
she  is  married  to  George  Gouge,  all  childless,  and  all  live  in  the 
town  of  Hamptonburgh,  aforesaid.  Nancy  married  Samuel  W 
Wood,  (now  deceased.)  She  has  children,  viz.:  Sarah  F.,  now  the 
wife  of  James  S.  Brown,  of  Newburgh  City,  in  said  County.  Hes- 
tcr,  the  widow  of  Cyrus  Bowne,  who  has  children,  viz.:  Anna, 
Susan,  Samuel,  James,  Obadiah,  Agnes,  Katie,  Emma  and  Cyrus, 
of  Montgomery,  in  said  County  of  Orange,  and  two  grand-children, 
{0  wit,  George  and  Emma,  the  children  of  Geo.  W.  Wood,  deceased? 
and  Catherine,  the  wife  of  John  L.  Lyon,  of  Bruynswick,  Ulster 
Co.,  N.  Y.,  the  latter  and  former,  viz.,  Sarah  P.,  childless.  John 
B.,  (your  correspondent,)  has  one  son,  Thomas  H.,  living  at  said 
Newburgh  Cityr,  umarried,  as  also  three  daughters,  viz.:  Ellen 
Mary  A.  and  Harriet,  and  two  daughters,  viz.:  Sarah  Jane, married 
to  Wm.  T.  Wynkoop,  and  Susan  A.,  married  to  Doctor  Lawrence 
Miller,  both  of  whom  have  children,  and  all  reside  at  Bellevue, 
Iowa,  and  Katie,  wife  of  Rev.  John  P.  Conkey,  living  at  Shamo- 
kin,  Penn. 

Vincent,  he  married  Mary  Ann  Conning,  a  grand-daughter  of 
said  Wm.  Booth,  son  of  Charles  2d,  and  are  also  childless,  living  at 
Hamptonburgh,  aforesaid. 

Amelia  married  Joseph  Slaughter,  of  the  said  town  of  Wall- 
kill,  still  living,  having  but  two  children,  Alanson  and  Mary  Louisa, 
who  is  married  to  John  T.  Coleman,  of  Middletown,  in  said  County. 
Jesse,  the  son  of  said  Benjamin,  of  said  town  of  Hampton- 
burgh, died  April,  1S2S,  leaving  him  surviving,  Joseph  W.,  now  re- 
siding in  the  town  of  Monroe,  in  Orange  Co.,  N.  Y.,  Sally,  now 
widow  of  David  Sands,  Milton,  Ulster  Co.,  N.  Y.,  and  has  eight  or 
nine  children,  Matilda,  Horace,  Virgil,  Lewis,  Alfred,  Ann  Eliza, 
Caroline,  Mary  Ellen,  Lewis  and  Alfred,  the  two  latter  of  whom 
live  at  Hamptonburgh,  aforesaid :  the  latter  has  four  children,  and 
one  of  whom  a  son,  Jesse.  Horace  has  two  sons,  one  of  whom  with 
himself  live  somewhere  in  Missouri.  Virgil  died  some  seven  or 
eight  years  since,  near  Ann  Arbor,  in  Michigan,  leaving  seven 
daughters.  Ann  Eliza  married  Amos  Moore,  of  Batavia,  Illinois 
childless.     Caroline  married  Jessie   Roe,  of  Chester,  Orange  Cc. 

has  several  children.      Matilda  married  Wm.   Roe,  of  Blooming

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Grove,  in  said  County,  and  died  about  six  years  since,  leaving  Ma- 
ry, Jane  and  Dolly  Ann.  Jane  married  DeWitt  C.  Howell,  ot 
Goshen,  in  said  County.  Mary  Ellen  married  Thomas  Durland,  of 
Chester,  aforesaid,  and  died  some  16  years  since,  leaving  5  or  6 
children.  Joseph  W.  has  two  children  surviving,  David  and  Sarah, 
both  of  whom  are  married.  Sarah  married  John  Birdsel,  near  the 
city  of  Newbuigh,  and  David  lives  in  Monroe,  in  said  County,  and 
Tliomas  Booth,  a  grand-child  and  child  of  Thomas  c\.  Booth,  near 
Ann  Arbor,  Mich. 

Benjamin  Booth,  the  youngest  of  the  four  sons  of  Benjamin 
Booth,  died  at  Branch  Co.,  in  Michigan,  about  15  years  since,  then 
88  or  84  years  of  age.  He  had  two  wives.  By  the  first  he  had 
three  children,  two  sons,  Joshua  and  William,  and  a  daughter,  who 
married  near  Syracuse,  N.  Y.  His  sods  moved  to  the  state  of 
Mississippi.  Joshua  d>ed  manv  yeais  since;  but  William  is  still 
living  near  drrollton,  in  Carrot  Co.,  and  has  several  sons,  (the 
names  of  all  are  not  recollected.)  viz.:  De  Witt  C,  Marshall,  Jef- 
ferson, Madison,  Addison,  Wm.  Harrison,  and,  by  his  second  wife 
Samuel,  now  living  at  Gilead,  Branch  County,  Michigan,  Eliza  who 
is  now  the  wife  of  J.  P.  Evans,  of  Waterloo,  Iowa,  and  Sarah,  now 
wife  of  Joel  B.  Dickenson,  of  Toronto,  Clinton  County,  Iowa. 

— .,  -  Joshua  Booth,  the  eldest  son  of  the  four  sons  of  said  Benjam:i 
Booth,  moved  from  Orange  County  to  Kingston,  Upper  Canada,  be. 
fore  the  close  of  the  American  revolution ;  but  little  known  of  the 
_<jnily,  and  therefore  cannot  state  when  he  died,  or  names  of  his 
children. 

Jori  Booth,  the  3d,  son  of  Charles  the  2d,  some  nine  or  ten 
years  after  the  close  of  Ahe  American  revolution,  moved  to  Eliza- 
bethtown,  Upper  Canada,  (time  of  decease  uncertain,)  and  left  issue 
by  two  wives,  viz.:  John,  David,  Bethia,  Zacheus.  Charles,  Abner, 
Samuel,  Vincent,  Isaac  and  Phebe.  In  1849  I  received  from  John 
Booth,  a  son  of  Vincent  the  following  statement  of  the  descendants 
from  his  grand-father,  John,  viz.:  of  the  boys,  none  but  Samuel, 
Vincent  and  Isaac  left  sons. 

Samuel  left  Zacheus,  Samuel,  Thomas,  John  and  Henry,  "  all 
at  the  above  date  living  and  raising  families,"  except  Samuel,  who 
died  some  years  since,  leaving  two  or  three  children. 
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Vincent,  the  son  of  John,  and  grand-son  of  Charles  2d,  was 
born  the  26th  of  October,  1774,  and  died  at  Elizabethtown,  afore- 
said, on  the  14th  of  April,  1845,  71  years  of  age,  leaving  issue, 
viz.:  Matthew,  William,  Alfred,  Hiram,  Edward  and  John,  (my 
correspondent,  though  now  dead.)  All  married,  except  Edward. 
John,  the  eldest  of  ten  children,  died  without  issue.  Matthew  and 
Alfred  left  sons  and  daughters.     William  left  two  daughters. 

Isaac  Booth,  the  youngest  brother  of  said  Vincent,  died  some- 
time during  the  summer  of  1849,  and  left  issue,  viz.:  Charles, 
James,  Abner,  Akin  and  Daniel  S.,  all  residing  at  Elizabethtown 
Canada  Said  Isaac  also  left  daughters,  viz.:  Anne,  Betsey,  Cyn- 
thia, Caroline,  Mary  and  Charlotte.  Former  and  latter  married, 
and  moved  to  Iowa  in  1849,  place  net  known. 

Wm.  Booth,  son  of  George,  (who  married  his  cousin  Lydia, 
daughter  of  Charles  3d,)  died  in  December,  1824.  His  age  I  have 
not,  but  was  between  80  and  90  years  of  age,  and  left  issue,  him 
surviving,  sons  and  daughters,  viz.:  Charles  W.,  who  left  a  son  and 
daughter,  Anna,  who  married  David  Hains,  and  had  sons  and 
daughters. 

George  d;ed  in  October,  1825,  leaving  sons  and  daughters,  viz.: 
Schuyler,  (died  without  issue,)  Benjamin  T.,  (married,  but  is  child- 
less,) and  daughters,  Lydia  Ann,  Susan,  Emily  and  Mary,  all  mar- 
ried but  the  former,  and  all  have  children.  Said  Benjamin  resides 
in  Hamptonburgh  Orange  County. 

Sally  married  Wm.  Corning,  and  died  some  15  years  since,  at 
Hamptonburgh,  Orange  Co.,  leaving  issue,  viz.:  George,  Mary 
Ann,  now  wife  of  Vincent  Booth,  both  childless,  William,  (who 
has  a  number  of  children,  Anthony,  childless,  and  James,  the  latter 
of  whom  resides  in  Mobile,  Ala.,  and  has  children.

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ard  settled  in  Stratford,  Ct.,  and  William  on  Long  Island,  on  what 
is  now  the  town  of  Southold,  that  he  is  descended  from  the  Long 
Island  branch.  He  writes,  ''many  efforts  have  been  made  within  the 
last  15  or  20  years,  and  several  associations  formed  ;  that  one  asso- 
ciation was  formed  in  New  York  City,  in  1854,  of  which  William 
Hays  was  president,  and  David  Treadwell  secretary.  They  sent  Mrs. 
Sarah  Dymond  to  England,  who  labored  there  a  year,  and  traced  the 
family  from  1200  down  to  1750,  and  made  a  chart  and  report.  She 
then  commenced  labors  this  side  the  water,  with  what  success  I 
have  never  learned.  There  was  also  an  association  iornied  in  Haw- 
leyville,  Ct. ,  and  also  in  Maine. 

"The  estate,  according  to  Mrs.  Dymond,  consists  of  very  large 
landed  estates  in  the  counties  of  Cornwall  and  Huntingdon,  with 
several  millions  in  the  Bank  of  England." 

A  Mrs.  L.  P.  Booth,  of  Ellington,  Ct.,  writes  that  Mrs.  Dy- 
mond informed  her  that  the  Booths  were  originally  from  Normandy; 
that  most  of  the  property  in  the  city  of  Chester  belonged  to  the 
Booths  in  this  country ;  that  she  visited  Thomas  Booth,  who  lives 
on  an  estate  of  365  acres,  which  he  holds  under  a  lease  from  the 
Crown.  It  formerly  belonged  to  Richard  Booth,  of  Chester.  The 
estate  was  in  Staffordshire,  north  of  Boswick,  bordering  on  Wales. 

Thomas  Booth,  of  Booths'  Corner,  Delaware  Co.,  Pa.,  writes 
that  he  is  descended  from  Robert  Booth,  who  came  from  Knares- 
borough,  in  the  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  in  1713,  and  settled 
in  Bethel  Township.  He  was  in  membership  with  Priends,  and 
brought  a  certificate  to  Concord  meeting.  In  171-3  he  married 
Betsey  Carson,  by  whom  he  had  7  children.  He  died  in  1727,  leaT- 
in<r  his  wife  surviving.  There  was  a  Charles  Booth,  a  member  of 
the  same  society,  who  settled  within  bounds  of  Chester  meeting, 
earlier  than  Robert.

The  author  says  the  genealogy  in  these  pages  has  been  derived 
with  diligent  care  and  research,  from  the  town  and  church  records 
of  Stratford,  ancient  probate  records  of  Fairfield  County,  the  rec- 
ords of  Framington  and  Stratford,  and  the  family  Bibles  and  burial 
inscriptions  of  members  of  the  Booth  family.

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Kichard  Boothe's  name  appears  often  in  the  town  records  of 
his  day,  as  "  townsman,"  or  selectman,  and  in  other  commissions  of 
office  and  trust. 

The  prefix  Mr.,  hefore  his  name,  in  the  colonial  records,  indi- 
cates, under  the  rigid  adjustment  of  social  rank  then  observed,  a 
position  decidedly  influential  and  respectable.  Hi.s  large  landed 
property  he  divided  in  his  life-time  among  his  children.  He  left  no 
will.  The  latest  mention  of  him  extant  is  in  March,  16SS-9,  in  his 
82d  year.  xVs  the  Congregational  Burial  Ground,  west  of  Main 
street,  was  opened  in  1678,  he  was  doubtless  buried  there,  and  as 
his  son  Joseph,  who  outlived  him  not  more  than  12  to  15  years, 
would  probably  be  interred  at  his  side,  the  spot  cannot  be  distant 
from  the  mouumeut  lately  erected  by  Wm.  A.  Booth,  Esq.,  and 
other  descendants  of  Joseph,  over  the  grave  of  the  latter. 

Mr.  Boothe  seems  to  have  been  twice  married,  for  in  1G89  (p. 
16,  vol.  ii,  Land  Kec.,)  he  speaks  of  "  my  now  wife,"  a  phrase  com- 
monly indicative,  as  then  used,  of  a  second  marriage. 

His  first  wife,  the  mother  of  his  children,  was  Elizabeth,  sister 
of  Joseph  Hawley,  the  founder  of  that  name,  and  the  first  recorder 
or  town-clerk  of  Stratford.  This  is  another  incidental  proof  of  his 
being  among  the  original  proprietors  of  the  town.  Their  daughter 
Elizabeth  was  born  in  16-11.  A  collateral  evidence  also  of  the 
marriage  is  the  fact  that  his  son  Ephraim,  in  his  will,  styles  Samuel 
Hawley,  son  of  Joseph,  "  cousin." 

Mr.  Boothe's  home  lot  was  in  Main  street,  on  the  west  side, 
the  fifth  in  order  below  the  Bridgeport  road,  and  is  No.  29,  on  the 
annexed  map. 

Like  the  other  proprietors,  also,  he  had  lands  of  considerable 
area  in  the  aggregate,  scattered  through  various  parts  of  the  town, 
where,  in  the  divisions  by  lot,  they  chanced  to  fall.  This  discon- 
nected state  of  one's  farm  lauds  is  characteristic  of  such  property  in 
Stratford,  even  now.

John  Minor  and  Elizabeth  Boothe  were  married  Oct.  19, 1658. 
lie  was  the  son  of  Thomas,  who  came  iu  1630  to  New  England,  and 
died  at  Stonington,  in  16! »0.  The  pedigree  of  John  Minor  is  com- 
plete,  to  Henry,  of  Somersetshire,  England,  who  died  in  1359.  (It 
is  in  the  possession  of  Hon.  J.  II.  Trumbull,  Secretary  of  State, 
Connecticut.) 

John  Minor,  when  a  boy,  acquired  the  Indian  language,  his 
aptitude  for  which  induced  the  General  Court  of  Connecticut,  in 
1654,  when  he  was  twenty  years  of  age,  to  offer  him  maintenance 
and  education  at  the  public  expense,  in  Hartford,  that  he  might 
qualify  himself  for  an  interpreter,  and  to  translate,  for  "  those  poor, 
lost,  naked  sons  of  Adam,"  the  Indians,  the  discourses  and  teachings 
of  ministers  whom  the  Court  might  appoint  to  that  duty.  Under 
this  act,  Minor  was  for  about  two  years  under  Rev.  Mr.  Stone's  in- 
struction, in  Hartford ;  but  the  scheme  was  laid  aside  ere  long,  and 
he  came  to  Stratford,  where,  for  several  years  he  was  town-clerk. 
He  was  one  of  the  first  settlers  in  Woodbury,  where  some  of  his 
children  were  born,  and  where  his  posterity  are  yet  numerous.

Joseph  Boothe,  ancestor  of  all  the  Booths  now  remaining  in 
the  present  town  of  Stratford,  seems,  by  various  evidence,  to  have 
married,  1st,  Mary,  (the  posthumous  daughter  of  John)  Wells.  2d. 
Hannah,  (daughter  of  John)  Willcoxson,  about  1685.     She  died  in 

1701.     3d,  In  1702,  he  married  Elizabeth ,  who,  after  his 

death,  September  1,  1703,  aged  46,  gave  bonds  for  the  management 
of  the  estate,  ills  landed  property  was  extensive,  and  his  estate 
altogether  large  for  that  day.  His  will,  which  is  minute  and  long, 
may  be  seen,  with  the  inventory  of  his  estate,  in  the  ancient  pro- 
bate records  of  Fairfield  county,  now  kept  at  Greenfield  Hill.  Mr 
Booth  lived  a  little  north  of  the  present  railway  depot,  (1862,)  on 
the  other  side  the  street.  A  part  of  his  front  cellar  wail  still  re- 
mains. An  account-book,  in  which  his  business  transactions  are 
entered,  is  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  David  iS.  Booth,  of  Putney,  a 
descendant  of  Joseph,  through  his  son,  Zechariah.  Several  leaves 
at  the  betnnnin;?  are  lost.  The  remaining  entries  extend  from  1861 
to  1703.  Two  or  three  generations  of  his  posterity  have  used  the 
volume  for  a  like  purpose.  By  this  book  it  appears  that  Mr.  Booth 
often  allowed  his  debtors'  accounts  to  run  for  a  few  yens,  when  he 
would  settle  with  them  by  receiving  land.  By  this  means,  in  the 
quiet  prosecution  of  his  trade,  he  acquired  a  landed  property 
scarcely  exceeded  by  any  in  the  town,  and  was  enabled  to  confer 
valuable  farms  on  his  children  and  their  families. 

Mr.  Booth's  children  are  all  mentioned  in  his  will,  excepting 
Zechariah.  The  reason  of  this  omission  is  not  apparent.  He  is 
named  in  the  distribution  of  the  estate,  and  receives  his  portioD. 
He  is  also  named  and  shares  with  the  rest,  in  the  division  of  his 
brother  Nathan's  property — the  latter  dying,  unmarried,  in  1715. 

So  far  as  is  known,  Hannah,  the  second  wife,  was  the  mother 
of  all  Joseph  Booth's  children.

THE  BOOTH  FAMILY  IN  ENGLAND. 


The  following  matter  is  an  abstract  from  "  Kimber  and  John- 
son's Baronage,"  vol.  i,  London,  1771,  and  '•  Nicholas'  Peerage," 
vol.  i,  1825. 

This  family  name,  which  can  still  be  traced  back  six  hundred 
years,  first  occurs  in  the  county  palatine  of  Lancaster,  where  a  son 
of  Adam  de  Boothc  was  living  in  1275.  All  the  other  families  of 
this  name  in  various  parts  of  England,  are  believed  to  be  derived 
from  this  parent  stock,  through  its  younger  branches.  The  spelling 
of  the  name  has  been  various.  Among  the  forms  given  are  Both, 
Bothe,  Bouth,  Bouthe,  Boothc,  Booth. 

The  principal  documents  relating  to  the  early  history  of  th , 
family  were  ^1771)  in  possession  of  the  Countess  Dowager  of  Stam- 
ford, and  of  George  Booth  of  Tyndale,  Esq.,  lineal  descendants  of 
the  principal  house.

Henry  Booth  (125),  second  Lord  Delamere,  and  second  son  of  Sir 
George,  succeeded  to  the  peerage  on  the  death  of  his  father 
in  1684,  his  eldest  brother,  William,  having  previously 
died.  He  was  knight  of  the  shire,  custos  rotulorum,  and 
member  of  several  Parliaments.  He  favored  the  Bill  of 
Exclusion,  guarding  th^  Protestant  succession,  for  whieii 
he  was  thanked  by  Lord  Kussell  on  the  morning  of  that 
nobleman's  execution.  In  the  latter  years  of  Charles 
II.,  and  after  the  accession  of  James  II.,  lie  was  twice 
committed  to  the    Tower,    and,    at     length,    tried     under 
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the  last-named  tyrant  for  high  treason,  and  unan- 
imously acquitted  by  the  court  of  twenty-seven 
peers.

Nathaniel  Booth  died  in  1770, 
without  male  offspring,  when  (according  to  "  Nicolas'  Peerage,"  vol. 
i.,  p.  181)  the  barony  became  extinct.  But,  according  to  lumber 
and  Johnson's  "  Baronage,"  vol.  i.,  the  title  passed  to  George 
Booth,  son  and  heir  of  John,  who  was  son  of  Nathaniel  (119),  who 
was  fourth  son  of  William  (104).  This  George,  Baron  Delamere, 
1771,  was  then  second  cousin  to  George,  the  last  preceding  baron 
and  earl,  and  cousin  to  Nathaniel   the  last  baron.     But  with  this 


George,  the  son  of  John,  who  seems  to  have  had  only  two  daugh- 
ter?, the  title  expired.
